Bartlesville, Ok., Oct. 5.—Three un­ 
masked men held up the *M. K. & T. 
passenger train No. 29 
three 
miles 
south of Okesa at I o’clock Wednes­ 
day morning rifled the mail and bag­ 
gage car and escaped 
with 
booty 
which is claimed to be small, but the 
exact amount of which 
is 
not 
yet 
known. About fifty officers from Paw- 
hu8kt and Bartlesville with six blood 
hounds are now searching for the rob­ 
bers. 
The robbers flagged the train in a 
deep cut near the canyon of Verde- 
gris river. A huge bonfire .of cross­ 
ties was built in the cut and the rob­ 
bers used a brand from the fire to 
flag the train. Two of the men then 
climbed over the water tank into the 
engine cab 
and 
covered 
Engineer 
James Myers and Fireman Switz Enky 
with revolvers. 
While two 
of 
the 
bandits kept the engineer covered the 
(fireman was forced by another to un­ 
couple the train between the negro 
coach and the rest of the coaches and 
was then forced to join the engineer 
in the cab. 
After uncoupling the train the rob­ 
ber with the fireman fired one shot 
as a signal to his companions in the 
cab and the engineer was forced to 
run the engine about a mile down 
the track, where the robbers went 
through the mail, ripping open the 
mail sacks and strewing the contents 
over the floor of the car. The mail 
clerk was forced to leave his car, but 
the baggage and express agents were 
compelled to remain with the rob­ 
bers. The bandits attempted to force 
the baggage agent to open the safe 
in the car, but the agent was without 
a key and the contents escaped mo­ 
lestation. 


White Passengers Unharmed. 
None of the white passengers were 
molested, but the two negro passen­ 
gers were forced from the coach and 
ordered to climb into the white coach 
in the rear. The express was carried 
in a section of the coach for negroes, 
divided from the rest of the car by a 
partition. 


Got the W rong Train. 
Officials here state that the rob­ 
bers displayed poor judgment in hold­ 
ing up No. 29 which is a local train 
between Kansas City and Oklahoma I 
City and does not as a 
rule 
carry 
money to any great amount. It is sup­ 
posed that they took the train for the 
through train which carries the heavy 
mail. 
lit is said that there are now about 
fifty officers on the trail of the rob­ 
bers including severaJ federal officers 
from Pawhuska 
who 
were 
rushed 
down on a special 
train, 
with 
the 
dogs. It is not known whether the 
dogs succeeded in picking 
up 
the 
scent or not and at noon today no 
clue to the identity of the robbers 
had been obtained, as far as knpwn 
here. 
It was announced that the usual 
reward for the capture of the men 
will be paid by both the railroad and 
express companies. 
The holdup is said to have taken 
about three hours and further delay 
in getting officers to the scene caus­ 
ed the train to reach Oklahoma City 
about four hours late. 
Passengers stated that when the 
train left the scene of the holdup the 
officers were following the trail of 
the robbers through the woods. The 
tracks were to seen plainly as rain 
had fallen recently and the trail led 
in a southeasterly direction toward 
the rough hills. It is supposed that 
the robbers had horses near the scene 
and it is only about a mile in the di­ 
rection taken to the prairies, but it is 
supposed that the bandits will stick 
to the rough hilly country where pur­ 
suit will be difficult.

ITALIAN FLEET MAKES 
ATTACK 
ON TURKISH STRONGHOLD. 
FIRE RETURNED. 


J. Barack returned last night from 
St. Louis, where he has been for sev­ 
eral weeks past. He lost no time this 
morning in rolling up his sleeves and 
getting busy preparing for the big 
Fall Opening Sale that the Cubin-

Djerba, Tunis, Oct. 4.—Tripoli has 
been bombarded twice by the Italian 
fleet. The first shot was fired shortly 
after 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 
Shelling was 
resumed 
early 
this 
morning after a quiet night. 
There was a steady but slow fire 
from the war ships until dusk last 
evening, and shots also came from 
the forts in the town. The French 
steamer Tafana took 
a 
delegation 
from Dperba to the scene of the hos­ 
tilities. Among them was Consul Gen­ 
eral i i Leon, who made several inef­ 
fectual attempts to land. The Tafana 
was stopped about ten miles from Tri­ 
poli, by the boat Variese, which ord­ 
ered her to return, but she remained 
for more than an hour, even creeping 
in closer to the blockaded town. 


Ask for Delay. 
The 
white 
buildings 
of 
Tripoli 
could plainly be seen and the whole 
field of operations was unfolded be­ 
fore the watchers. 
Officers of the 
Variese 
explained 
that the battle had been delayed be­ 
cause Admiral Arburey, commander 
of the Italian fleet, had received a 
request from the Tripoli garrison for 
another day’s grace, and gave the gar­ 
rison an extra few hours. 
The battleship Benedetto Brin and 
armored cruisers Guiseppe Garibaldi 
and Francesco Ferruccio, drew up in 
line opposite the harbor. There were 
no small crafts in the battle line and 
the Valdese stood off to keep back 
intruders. 


Return Fire With Vigor. 
There was no sign of life in the city 
which appeared 
deserted, 
but 
the 
Turkish flag flew from the castle and 
forts. The first shots were directed to­ 
ward Charchatti fort and later Ker- 
kereche fort was shelled. As the first 
shells burst over Tripoli, the garri­ 
son seemed to awake. It returned the 
fire with vigor. A heavy cannonade 
was kept up on both sides for a few 
minutes and then firing became desul- 
tr>. So far as could be seen, no war­ 
ship was hit. 


Vice Admiral Faravelll at 4 o'clock 
ordered his ships to cease firing, to 
permit the town to surrender, but no 
sign was given and after a few min­ 
utes the ships began again. This time 
great havoc was wrought. Fortifica­ 
tions were razed, the forts suffered 
severely and.the lighthouse 
to 
the 
northwest was destroyed by shells 
from the Garibaldi. There was no 
means of knowing what the loss of 
life was inTripoli, but ample oppor­ 
tunity was given the defenders to es­ 
cape. 


When the Tafana left the scene no 
landing had been attempted by the 
Italians and it was feared that dur­ 
ing the night the town would be pil­ 
laged by nomad Arabs, who had been 
hovering in the vicinity several days. 
Early this morning the first divis­ 
ion of the Italian fleet under Admiral 
F’aravelli resumed the bonbardment.

The 
Taypayera’ League will embrace in its 
membership many of both parties, but 
formed with a single purpose.

cratic administration is high taxes. 
With this argument to put before the 
voters, the organization expects to 
win. 


Oklahoma Vital Statistics. 
Oklahoma City, Ok., Oct. 4.—During 
the month of August the births in 
Oklahoma exceeded the 
deaths 
by 
more than 350 per cent. The total 
number of births was 2,837, while tho 
deaths were but 748. Of the births I,- 
483 were males and 1.354 were females 
2,734 whites and IDS blacks, according 
to a statement issued by the state 
department of health. Of the deaths 
404 were males and 339 females, 673 
white and 70 black. 
In the record of contagious and 
infectious diseases, pneumonia, while 
the number of cases was small, furn­ 
ished the highest percentage of mor­ 
tality. Out of 18 cases, reported dur­ 
ing August, ll 
were 
fatal. Second 
place was held by tuberculosis out of 
80 cases 43 were fatal. Record of the 
other diseases were: 
Diphtheria 53 
cases and 4 deaths; scarlet fever 52 
cases, 3 deaths; smallpox 17 cases, 
j no deaths, and typhoid fever, 519 cases 
and 50 deaths.
